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NEW “MYSTERY” 
WHEAT LIKELY 
TO CAUSE STIR 


Would Buy 


EDMONTON, Sept. 1.— Hermar 
Trelle, world’s champion wheat and 
oat grower, is paving the way for a 
new triumph that will likely cause ¢ 
stir in the grain growing belts of 
Canada and the United States. 

This is a new variety of wheat 
which can be sown later and rip- 
ens 18 days earlier than present 
varieties, and which is expected 
to cause a revolution in wheat 
growing in Western Canada. 
When members of Dr. King’s party 

visited Mr. Trelle’s farm at Wembiey 
during their recent tour of the north 
country, they found that successful 
experiments are being conducted with 
this mystery wheat. 

It has been supplied from the Dom- 
inion Experimental Farm at Ottawa 
and gives indications of creating a 
sensation jn Western Canada. 

The samples were examined by 
members of the party and all were 
obviously impressed with the results 
of the initial tests. 

This year Mr. Trelle is enlarging 
his holdings and has 480 acres as 
compared with 160 acres last year. 
He plans on continuing his experi- 
mental work on a large scale, accord- 
ing to members of the party.

In Canada there are enormous 
lands whieh call for increased population | 
in order that development may take place. The Old Land has too many 
people; this New Land has too few. | 

Looking at the face of things it would seein to be a comparatively simple 
inaiter for the British and Canadian Governments to evolye policies under | 
which the surplus population of Great Britain could be transferred to the 
vpen spaces of Canada, thus solving the prdblems of both countries. But the 
solution is not so easy, in fact, it is most complex and dimfeult. 

The class of settlers which Canada wants is the agricultural type, men 
and women who will go on the land. Truc, they may not have had actual ; 
farming experience to be welcomed and to succeed, but they must be of that 
class which {fs likely to makes: good on the land. 

Great Britain, however, has uo large surplus of this type, if, indeed, 
any surplus at all. The VPritish surplus population found amoug the 
workingmen, artizan and labor cinss, men and women who, because they 
esnnot obtain steady employment, are cbiged .to accept the Government | 
dole. Opportunities for the emptoysment of any Targe number of these peopie 
in Canadian industry are small, and ft would be most unfalr to them to 
encourage thelr immigration to Canada where their presence would have an 
injurious efiect on Canadian workmen and laber and jead to the creation of 
t Canadian situation not allie the in Great Britain. 

The efforts of both the British and Canadian Governmeria are, therefore, 
confined to the training of a limited nuniber of immigrants for agricnitural 
pursuits and the proper placing them on farms in Canada. 
these efforts are, their effect on the respective British and Canadian problems 
of surplus and insuMiclent population is almost negligible 

There would seem to be a greater of making an effective contribu-
